Tbo swords are arranged In a rack with 


the cutting edges on top. Tbe rack Is 
usually about seven feet high, and eight 
swords are used. One of the most necei 
sary points in the preparation for the trick 
Is that tbe rack should sland firm, and Ihe 
swords fit snug and tight In tbe sl»ts 
made lo receive Ihem. 


Usually the Inspectors are invited to ex- 


amine the rack as well as the swords, and 
paper is cut with the swords to show that 
Ihcy are really sharp. The secret Is not 
In the swords or rack, but In the prepara- 
tion of the performer's feet. In a. pint of 
water as much alum Is dissolved as the 
water will readily take up. To the alum 
water la added as much sulphate of zinc as 
will lie on a silver dime, and thorougbly 
dlssolved. 


A few minules before doing the act the 


performer bathes the feet in this solution 
and allows them to dry wthout wiping. 
Just before leaving Ihe dressing room the 
feet are dipped for a moment in as cold 
water as can be secured and at once wiped 
dry wlthoul rubbing. 


Uy placing the feet squarely on the 


swords there Is uo danger, but great care 
must be usedi not to allow the foot to 
slide or slip on tbe sword, or the result 
would be a \ery bad accident. 


On leaving the circus In which one hafi 


seen the above act, visitors are almost sure 
to see before the ever present side show a 
large painting on which is the representa- 
tion of a Mexican dancing with bare feet 
in a shallow box rilled with broken glass. 


If you are of an Inquisitive nature, and 


have seen a lady walk with bare feet up a 
ladder of sharp swords, yon enter the side 
show to see this new wonder. 


On a raised platform is found a box 


about tour feet long, three feet wide, and 
six inches deep, the bottom of which ,ls 
covered with broken glass. In a few mo- 
ments a man dressed in the Mexican cos- 
tume appears on the platform, and pro- 
ceeds to break a few old bottles and throw 
the broken glass In the box, then remove 
his shoes, shows his feet to be free from 
any covering, steps In the box, and dances 
among tbe glass. After he has finished 
dancing he shows his feet to be uninjured, 
and retires. The trick Is performed In the 
following manner: 
Secure a number of thick glass bottles, 


break them In rather small pieces and file 
or grind all the sharp edges round. This 
stock of glass you place In the center of a 
box made according to above measurement. 
Now soak your feel in strong alum water 
and wipe dry, and give them a thorough 
rubbing with pulverized rosin. Dust the 
inside of your shoes with rosin, put them 
on, and go upon the plaltorm. Take some 
old lamp chimneys and botlles, break them 
In bits and throw this fresh broken glass 
In the box around the edges and in the 
corners, not in the center. Remove your 
shoes step In the center of box among the 
prepared glass, and do your dancing. 
Avoid the sirtes or corners of box wntre 
you have thrown the glass, and you run no 
risk of cutting your feel, especially If you 
use plenty of rosin.-IWUHam B. Caulk, in

ness of breast, meaty thighs and shortness 
of leg and neck—In other words, a com- 
pact, blocky bird, with plenty of meat and 
little bone. 
' 
Working In this line they have evolved 


the Plymouth Rock and the 
Wyandotfe, 


the two best known and most popular 
American breeds. Theee two breedj are 
not perfection. Yet these represent a 
loiig step In the right direction, the fe- 
males coming "nearer lo the Ideal small- 
boned, meaty fnwl 
so greatly desired 


than the males. TbB Utter are still rather 
lanky and bony. It Is hard to breed them 
down to a blocky, meaty form. But still, 
In the two breeds are found the best table 
fowl In all the long list of pure-bred 
poultry. Of these two the Plymouth Rock 
Is the best known and the moat popular, 
Tbe difference between them, 
however, 


consists chiefly In plumage, as thera U 
really very little difference In the size, 
weight and the amount of edible fiesh on 
them. 
'

Tbere Is another breed that ranks high 


as a table fowl, one that, In the . female 
particularly, combines weight and meat In 
a most happy and desirable degree; the 
Southern Game, a fowl that, like Topsy, 
"just growed," and which, despite the 
efforts of the poultry fanciers to ' produce 
something superior, still holds its own as 
a table fowl. In fact, a game pullet, with 
her plump breast, broad and fleshy back 
and meaty thighs, combines.as large a 
per cent of meat to the bone as any fowl 
grown. In addition to this there Is a 
sweetness and wild-bird flavor about th« 
meat of the: plantation 
or farm-raJsed 


game fowl not found in any other breed, 
not even excepting the Plymouth Rock.

GIGANTIC ANTARCTIC ICEBERGS. 


The snowfall of each year adds a new 


slratum to this ice cap, which is as dis- 
tinguishable to the eye as Is the annual 
accretion of a forest tree. .Thus In cen- 
turies have accumulated on Antarctica 
these snows, which, by processes of pres- 
sure, thawing and regelation, htve formed 
an Ice cap that in places exceeds 3,000 feet 
In thickness. Through the action of vari- 
ous forces—that of contraction and expan- 
sion by changing temperalure being, per- 
haps, the roost potent-lhis ice cap creeps 
steadily seaward and projects Into the 
ocean a perpendicular front from 1,000 to 
2,000 feet In height. 
The temperature of 


the sea water being about Iwenly-nlne de- 
grees, the frcsh-waler ice remains un- 
wasted 
and tho Ice-birrler plows the 


ocean bed until through flotation In deep 
water disruption occurs, and the ,tabular 
berg Is formed. These bergs are of a slie 
that Ions taxed the belief of men, but it Is 
now well established lhat bergs two miles 
square and 1,000 feet in thickness are not 
rare; others are as large as thirty miles In 
length and some nearly 3.000 feel In thick- 
ness their perpendicular, sun-wasted sines 
rising from 200 to IV\ feet above- the sea.—

THE CAPITAL OF MINNESOTA. 


A legal .contest over the location of tbe 


capitorof Minnesota has just been decided 
In. favor of Its present site in St. Paul. 
When the territory of Minnesota was estab- 
lished, Congress enacted that the' first leg- 
isUlnie should meet in St. .Paul, and that 
It might provide subsequently for the perma- 
nent seal of government by a vote of the peo- 
ple, taO.CCO being approprlaled for the erec- 
tion o( a building. The matter was not snb- 
mltted to the people, and further action by 
Congress was E«cetsary to secure the appro- 
priation. At the same time a tract of land 
la Kandivohl county was set apart as a capi- 
toltlte. Wbeu the state was admitted Into 
tbe Unton It was' provided In the constitu- 
tion that the capital should be located at St 
ranl.but that a change might be made by 
vote of the people. Contention over the mat- 
tar arose in 1893, when It wag decided to 
erect a sew capital bolldinf. I-eopfe of 
Kaodlyohlcon«y<Mndtheballding on the 
ilteintherreounty, and made tbe point that 
the capital bad never been permanently lo- 
cated becaaee the question has never been 
nbasUted to a vote of Ibe people. But tte 
courts bare ja«t decided that there areio 
nHdgnmnda for action.

A can buoy 
ras placed on the station and later the big 
ship with Us tons of cable and mammoth 
mushroom Inchon was towed out there.' 
Captain Jorgenien, who bas seen more 
yeara of service In lightships tban any 
other man In the employ of the govern-' 
nent, wai placed In command ot the new 
ship, and a crew of twelve went with him. 


The new ship, built of wood and Iron, 


with a high how and designed to weather 
the most severe storms, rode like a cockle 
shell In tbe angry sea which runs on tbe 
shoals. It was thought that the vecsel 
would never break tbe heavy chain'cable 
lhal held It on Its station. The ship Is 
126 feet long and when loaded with 'fuel 
and supplies draws 12 feet 11 Inches.Whlle 
the mushroom anchor weighs 7,000 pounds 
the cable weighs twenty-rive pounds to 
the foot, the links being two Inches In 
diameter.

The Brst severe test which was given 


the ship on its new station was during the 
storm of December 16 l«»t, and Captain 
Jorgenscn said he never' experienced a 
more furious gale In all his life. The ship 
tossed, reared and plunged in the moun- 
tainous seas, and It seemed that tbe craft 
would swamp at Us anchorage when the 
cable parted, and before the gale tbe light- 
ship, with Us bravo and hardy crew, was 
swept on toward Illock Island. For three 
days the ship drifted about, at times be- 
ing entirely at the mercy of the wind and 
Eea, 
when It finally steamed Into this 


place. 


Captain Jorgcnsen related the lerrlble 


experiences of tho crew during the storm, 
which, ho said, was the mo«t furious that 
ho bad ever experienced. When tho storm 
struck the ship the staunch craft was rid 
Ing with 180 fathoms of cable out, and the 
anchor lo which It was attached weighed 
7,000 pound*. The ISO fathoms of cable 
weighed 27,000 pounds, or over thirteen 
Ions, and Ihls held tbe ship quite steady. 


Despite the great weight, which would 


seem to be suBcIent to bury the ship In 
such a furious sale, the craft ro«« on the 
crest ot the huge waves and battled with 
the elements until the cable parted. One 
of the crew told that a sigh of relief went 
up from them when the cable parted, as 
they were certain that the ship would have 
been swamped bad It not. Wednesday last 
the ship again broke adrift, and although 
the storm was not of usual severity on 
land. It raged in all Its fury on the dreaded 
shoals. In the storm . of December . 16 
Ihe anchor and 120 fathoms of cable were 
lost, and about the same.amount,was los.t 
Wednesday luf. 


The need of a. lightship on the

We are folly alive to the sentlmenta 
reasons for the construction of the cans 
with American .capital, and for its be!

•mount: of sentiment can alter the' fac 
ttat there is a right way and a wrong wa 
to bring this about If the canal is practl 
eal, by all means let It be built; but let 
It be done according to every-day business 
principles, snd not In direct violation of 
them.- It Is not too late for the friends 
of the canal to secure an appropriation fo 
that carefursorver and estimate which I 
the necessary, precursor of all great engi 
neerias; works, .When the survey has hee 
made and the report presented, the natla 
will be able to consider intelligently th 
question of government support or con 
trol.—[Scientific American. ''
